1924.

Speaking about “ Recent Develop­ 
ments in Community Swine Breeding,” 
L. C. Madison, swine extension spe­ 
cialist of Pennsylvania, explained the 
plan of cooperative ownership of pure­ 
bred sires followed by m any Pennsyl­ 
vania breeders.

Losses if incurred in a taxpay­ 
er’s trade or business or profession 
or in “any transaction entered into 
for profit” not compensated for by 
irtsurance or otherwise are de­ 
ductible from gross income in de­ 
termining net income upon which 
the income tax is assessed. To be 
allowed, 
losses 
not 
incurred in 
trade, business, or profession must 
conform closely to the wording of 
the statute. 
For example, a loss 
incurred in the rude of a tax­ 
payer’s home or automobile, which 
at the time of purchase was not 
bought with the intention of resale, 
is not deductible, because it was 
not a transaction “entered into for 
profit.” 
Losses sustained in the 
operation of a farm as a business 
venture are deductible. If sustain­ 
ed in the operation of a farm 
operated merely for the pleasure 
if the taxpayer, they are not de­ 
ductible.

Was 53.2 Over 1922, Re­ 
port Shows.

Buenos Aires.—The United States 
practically absorbed the im portation 
. of automobiles and m otor trucks to 
A rgentina in 19$8, according to a re­ 
s' p o j ^ f a t issued, by >tke M otorcar Im­ 
porters 
Association. 
The 
re|x>rt, 
which is based on official records, 
shows th at out of a total of .10,024 
motorcars that entered Argentina dur­ 
ing the last year, 29,294 were of North 
American m anufacture. The value of 
the cars amounted to 13,201,114 gold 
pesos, and to this sum m ust be added 
a further 3,750,779 gold pesos which 
is the value of m otorcar accessories 
^ p o rte d during the same period. 
The report dwells on the consider­ 
able development of 
the automobile 
trade in Argentina 
during the 
last 
year, saying th at the increase of the 
im portation was 53.2 per cent over 
1922, when the trade reached its high­ 
est level. 
In the city of Buenos Aires 
there are at present 19,222 motorcars, 
compared with 5,824 in 1915.
